Vercingetorix, son of Celtillus, formerly king of the Arverni, revolted against Caesar in 
52 B.C., and was acclaimed king of the tribe and general of the confederates. A proud 
and valiant warrior, he was defeated by, and himself defeated Caesar in various battles 
before his ultimate defeat at the fortress of Alesia, where Caesar’s circumvallation 
caused him to surrender. He adorned Caesar’s triumph at Rome, and was then kept 
some time in the Mamartine prison at the north end of the Forum, where he was 
finally executed by strangulation in 46 B.C.

He thereafter re- 
mained in the east, and finally in 32 B.C. formally divorced Octavia, which possibly 
occassioned this issue, proclaiming officially his union with Cleopatra and all its im- 
plications, as Rome documentarily discovered through his will, forcibly seized and 
published by Octavian that same year.

The portrait on this coin has been variously identified as both Caius Caesar, and as 
Augustus himself; also the dating has been placed from as early as 21 B.C. to as late as 
3 B.C. Most recent publications place the minting at about 17 B.C., the year Augustus 
adopted Caius, obviously favoring the latter as the one depicted. Though argumenta- 
tion is abundant for both attributions, stylistically the portrait favors its identification 
with the young Caius, and is thus still collected as bearing his portrait.

The Judaean revolt in A.D. 66 occassioned the dispatching of general T. Flavius 
Vespasianus on a campaign that was not only destined to end in triumph for Rome, 
but place him on the throne. When the submission of Judaea was finally obtained, 
Vespasian issued what has come to be the most famous of Roman victory commemo- 
ratives, sought after alike by collectors of Roman coins, as well as those who appre- 
ciate its value as a tangible token of a most historic event.

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A HOARD OF BILLON TETRADRACHMS FROM SYRIA 
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The Roman colonial billon tetradrachms of Syria were struck in great quantities and circulated 
with ease throughout the provinces of the east from the reign of Septimius Severus to that of 
Macrinus. This hoard, which consists of several hundred specimens from a variety of mints, was 
unearthed eight miles south of Gaza. 

The hoard includes coins issued from 208 A.D., with the revival of the Antioch mint and the 
addition of the mint of Laodicea-ad-Mare, which supported Septimius Severus in his civil war 
against Pescennius Niger, until 249 A.D., the end of the reign of Philip the Arab. During Caracalla’s 
fourth consulship these tetradrachms began to appear from a great variety of mints, probably 
starting about 215 A.D., when the emperor visited Syria to organize an expedition against the 
Parthians. This expedition furnished the evident reason for the great increase in the minting of 
silver, and it is therefore safe to conclude that so important a change of policy was consequent on 
his arrival in the provinces to make his military preparations. The newly-acquired prestige and 
dignity which attached to the ability to coin in silver would gratify civic pride and enhance good 
will toward the emperor and his expedition in the various cities and provinces involved. With 
troops stationed throughout the area, this system also provided a most convenient method of 
distribution and payment. 

Caracalla’s silver was far removed from the original Syrian tetradrachms of Alexander. This was 
no longer bullion but token money circulating at an artificial value. With the accession of Elagabalus 
in 218, all striking returned to Antioch. 

This hoard, including all of the specimens listed below, will be published in approximately one 
year by Mr. H. Kreindler. Each coin bears the hoard number which will be its reference at the time 
of publication.
